YORK. (jW—D espite Freddy Flta»- 
Simmons’ superb four-hit pitching:, 
the Yankees edged out a lucky 
2 to 1 victory in the third game 
of the World Series today, taking 
a lead of two games to one as the 
all-Manhattan battle resumed be¬ 
fore a record shattering crowd of 
64,842 in the American league 
park. 

Lou Gehrig, for the Yanks, and 
Young Jimmy Ripple, Giants’ 
freshman outfielder, belted long 
home runs—the Yank starting the 
second, the Giant opening the fifth 
—to send the swift, sparkling 
game along evenly, 1 to 1, until the 
Yanks broke the tie in the eighth. 

Strategy Bogs Down 

The Giants combed Bump Had¬ 
ley for 10 hits, and got another 
off Relief Pitcher Pat Malone In 
the ninth, but their strategy 
boged down, base runners missed 
daring chances, fielders came up 
with spectacular plays to thrill the 
huge crowd and save the day for 
the Yankees. 

Boasting the all-important edge 
now, with two more games on 
their home grounds, the Yanks im¬ 
mediately became prohibitive 
series favorites as Carl Hubbell, 
peerless left-hand conqueror of the 
Yanks in the opening game, set 
himself for another try tomorrow 
against Monte Pearson, ailing 
Yankee right hander. 

It was a heart-breaking duel for 
the veteran knuckle ball star, Fitz¬ 
simmons, to lose, yet he brought 
the- roof down on himself in the 
eighth.

A final key joint of pipe was

In a dramatic battle against 
the, raging force of ocean ground- 
swells, a diver and a <lcck crew 
halted the flood of sewage which 
has discharged into the surf since 
April. The repair job resulted in 
sending the sewage through the 
pipe line a half mile to sea. 

Fierce Buttle 

For more than a week the crew 
has watched and waited for a "de¬ 
cent break" from King Neptune, 
who has waged fierce guerilla 
warfare all summer with the en¬ 
gineers and workmen. Last July 
they thought the end of the job 
was in sight, but the .sea got 
rough and wiped out six weeks' 
work. 

A fishing barge tore loose in 
a storm last April, fouled the 
sewer in its anchor line and tore 
loose six 12-foot sections in the 
surf line. Since that time sewage 
has gushed forth, and the area has 
been under quarantine.

Franco Organizes His

PARIS, (A’)—Fresh reinforce¬ 
ments of mobile guards were rushed 
to Paris today to assure order dur¬ 
ing a strike of hotel and restaur¬ 
ant workers. 

Authorities announced street 
parading would be prohibited and 
strong police units were stationed 
in principal squares to prevent dis¬ 
turbances. 

The reinforcements were in addi¬ 
tion to the 4000 guardsmen called 
to the capital during parliamentary 
debate on the franc devaluation 
bill. 

Special mobile squads were held 
in readiness to rush to the scene of 
any disorder. 

The striking cafe workers, de¬ 
manding elimination of the tipping 
system, threatened to close all 
eating and drinking establishments 
and leave hotel guests without 
service. The strikers demanded 
addition of a fixed percentage to 
cafe checks instead of individual 
tipping. 

Several well-known Pans cafes 
were occupied by strikers as the 
"stop work” order went into effect. 
Employes of several large hotels 
akso walked away from their jobs.

abruptly than it arrived, the dis¬ 
cussion was dropped. 

Some of the county employes 
donated toward campaign ex¬ 
penses, more did not. But the 
measure is on the ballot just the 
same. 

Briefly, it would make appoint¬ 
ive offices subject to civil service 
regulations. It also would take 
off the elective list eight of the 10 
county offices which are now con¬ 
tested at the polls. 

Its exponents say the bill would 
remove the spoils system from 
California public administration: 
its opponents say it would mean 
a sinecure and a permanent job 
for many who would with the 
course of time become less and 
less useful to the public. 

To Present Agruments 

Both arguments, as presented by 
county leaders in the fight over 
Proposition 7, will be given later. 

On the ballot, the county and 
municipal civil .service proposition 
will read: 

"Adds section 21 to Article XI, 
constitution. Requires appoint¬ 
ment to county, district and mu¬ 
nicipal offices and employments 
be based on integrity, character, 
merit, fitness and industry. Ex¬ 
cepts certain specified positions 
and those now excepted from such 
system in specified charters. Pro¬ 
vides for county civil service com¬ 
missions, empowered to provide 
qualified persons for appointments 
within county, including cities 
therein having no commission." 

Would Affect 70,000 

"Pohibits dismissals except for 
cause after hearing. Prohibits ap¬ 
pointees under system from parti¬ 
cipating in county, city or district 
political activity. Continues speci¬ 
fied officers and employes in of¬ 
fice, placing them under system.” 

Here it would mean you would 
vote for county supervisors, coun¬ 
ty assessor and county clerk, in¬ 
stead of the list of officers you 
now vote on. It would affect 
heads of all administrative depart¬ 
ments in both city and county. It 
would not affect executive offices. 

It would place on civil service 
throughout California about 70,- 
000 employes. 

Tomorrow we will consider some 
of the arguments in favor of the 
proposition.

murky water, woiking entirely by 
feel.

The sections first put in place 
are formed like ordinary sewer 
pipe, with one end straight and the 
other belled out into an enlarged 
flange into which the straight end 
of another pipe fits. Into the joints 
the diver pounded lead "wool” to 
seal the pipe. 

Last Link 

Today the crew fitted into place 
a key section, straight on both 
ends, with one-ton sleeves to slide 
over each end and join it with the 
existing line. 

So tough has been the battle 
that the crew, from Merritt-Chap- 
man-Scott, a diving, shipbuilding, 
and salvage firm, has been forced 
to wait for the calm water of 
morning and withdraw when 
waves forced back the deck crew 
and menaced the diver. 

With the major battle won to¬ 
day, there still remains the work 
of caulking joints with lead to 
make them tight. A certain 
amount of sewage continued to 
leak from the joints today after 
the key joint was inserted. 

But for a diver who has wres¬ 
tled with tons of steel in a surging 
groundswell, the remaining work 
will be an easy task.

Whereas, our state legislature, 
has by resolution, directed the gov¬ 
ernor of the state of California to 
issue a proclamation declaring 
the second week in October of each 
year, as "Old Glory Week,” and 
requesting all government officials, 
civic organizations and citizens to 
display the flag; 

Now Therefore, as mayor of the 
city of Santa Ana, on behalf of 
the city of Santa Ana, and in 
keeping with the resolution passed 
by our state legislature, I do pro¬ 
claim the week commencing Mon¬ 
day, Oct. 5, as “Old Glory Week.”

Bride and bridegroom in that 
eariy day ceremony were Muss 
Adeline Jeffries, daughter of a pio¬ 
neer Iowa famiiy, and Ernest L. 
Morrison, son of J. W. and Emiiie 
Morrison, of Cedar Rapids. 

The wedtiing gown of white al¬ 
batross, with its front panel em¬ 
broidered with chenille and fine 
white ribbons, is being groomed 
for the coming wedding day, when 
its wearer and her husband wiil 
receive their friends at an infor¬ 
mal open house between the hours 
of 2 and 5 o'clock at their home 
it 116 South Birch street. 

Olebnite Day Ahead 

Celebrating one day before the 
actual date of the anniversary, the 
Morrisons are extending a cordial 
invitation to ail their friends in the 
Southland to join with them in the 
informality and hospitality of the 
■lay. 

Reminiscences of their years to¬ 
gether take the couple back 
through 28 years of residence in 
Santa Ana, during which they 
lave made a wide circle of friends, 
mil into the early life of the state 
if Iowa, where both were born. 

West Branch, not far from Ce- 
lar Rapids, was the birthplace of 
Mr. Morrison, who was sent to 
.school at the latter place, gradu¬ 
ating from the Commercial college 
in that city. At the age of 17, he 
became a salesman for the Farm¬ 
ers’ Fire Insurance company of Ce¬ 
dar Rapids, and a little later was 
made special agent for the com¬ 
pany, representing the entire state. 

He later purchased strijis of 
timberland and built a sawmill, 
constructing a number of the fine 
homes in and around his home 
city; and al.so owned two farms in 
that vicinity. 

'Phe gill who was later to be¬ 
come his bride was born in a town 
near Cedar Rapids, where her 
mother had come as a very young 
girl, and received her schooling in 
the Cedar Rapids schools and the 
Commercial college, 

Mr. Morrison's family came 
originally from New York, where 
his maternal grandfather, who had 
come across from Scotland in an 
earlier day, owned the first glove 
and mitten factory at Gloversville, 
N. Y. One of the few millionaires 
of his day, the pioneer glove 
manufacturer lost his wealth in the 
panic of ’4!l, not unlike the pres¬ 
ent depre-ssion in which .so many 
present day millionaires .saw their 
fortunes vanish. 

Come to .Santa Ana 

After their marriage, the young 
couple lived in Iowa until 1008, 
when they .sold their interests in 
that state, came to California, and, 
after a six-months tour of inspec¬ 
tion, chose Santa Ana for their 
home. 

Here, they purcha.scd first a resi¬ 
dence at .530 East .Seventeenth 
street, which they .sol<l in 1916, 
then bought a five-acre Valencia 
orange grove on .Santiago street. 
In 1020, the Morrisons bought 20 
acres fiorn R. J. Thomp.son, just 
west of the county hospital, which 
they still own, ami in the previous 
year i)urcha,scd the Birch street 
home in which they now reside. 

Church and Clubs 

Mr. Morrison is a member of the 
Santiago Orange Glowers’ as.soc- 
clation, and of the local Ma.sonic 
lodges and the Presbyterian 
church. He was formerly one of 
the trustees in the church, and 
was at one time a director in the 
Califoniia National bank of this 
city. In Iowa, he held the offices 
of chancellor commander of the 
Knights of Pythias and correspond¬ 
ing secretary for years in the Od<l 
Fellows. 

Mrs. Morrison, also active in the 
Presbyterian church, has been a 
member of the Santa Ana Ebell 
club for 25 years 

Adding to the joy of their Gold¬ 
en Wedding day will be the pre.s- 
ence of three who were at the wed¬ 
ding back in Cedar Rapids, one of 
these being Mrs. Morrison's sister, 
Mrs. S. A. Howell of 842 North 
Birch street, Santa Ana, who was 
her bridesmaid. The other two 
are a sister-in-law, Mrs. Julia 
Jeffries, and the latter’s daughter, 
Mrs. Henry Vandcrwall, both of 
Los Angeles. 

Last year, almost at the close of 
this half centuiy of married life, 
Mr. and Mrs. Morrison made their 
first visit "back home’’ in 27 years, 
finding many of their old friends 
still living there and enjoying the 
reunion and reminiscences of the 
span of years. The anniver.sary 
this month will be celebrated with 
the newer friends who have come 
into their acquaintance circle since 
they left Iowa for their western 
home.

Work 
a good oil or cream around your 
nails and into them daily to keep 
the cuticle .soft and pliable and to 
help prevent dry edges or hang¬ 
nails. 

Ma.n’ufacturers o* nail prepara¬ 
tions have learned how to combine 
fine oils with the other i.ngredi- 
ents used in their nail polish re¬ 
movers and cuticle removers, so 
each of these necessities answers 
a double purpose. 

If. in spite of the regular use of 
the oily preparations, small cal¬ 
louses form at the sides of the 
nails, use a pumice stone, slightly 
moistened, to scrub the spots 
gently. Rinse your hands, dry and 
soak the calloused spots with cuti¬ 
cle oil.’ 

For the w-eekly oil manicure 
you will need a saucer of warm 
olive oil and several thin strips 
of cotton, in addition to your 
usual manicure preparations. 

When the manicure is finished, 
dip the pieces of cotton in the 
warm olive oil and wrap a strip 
around each finger and nail 
Smooth a liberal coat of olive oil 
over the backs of the hands, too.

Wash carefully in warm 
soapsuds, rinse and dry carefully.

Paul Mallon, who writes the 
"News Behind the News." pub¬ 
lished by a large group of news¬ 
papers throughout the United 
States, and who is apparently un¬ 
friendly to the administration, re¬ 
cently published an article regard¬ 
ing the makeup of the next con¬ 
gress of the United States. 

In this article he points out that 
a careful count indicates the Re¬ 
publicans will gain from 40 to 75 
house seat-s no matter who wins 
the presidential election, stating 
that there are some 16 or more 
states with a long Republican his¬ 
tory which were captured by the 
Democrats by a very small major¬ 
ity in the last congressional 
election. 

It is to be observed, however, 
that it will be necessary for the 
Republicans to obtain 114 new 
congressmen before they would 
have a majority in the house. 
Since the most the Republican 
leaders claim is 75. it is obvious to 
anyone that the next house of 
representatives will be Democratic, 
regardless of who wins the presi- 
dental election. 

Over in the senate theie are 
sufficient holdover senators with 
terms of two to four years yet to 
-serve, who are Democrats, which 
will keep the senate Democratic 
in its majority for at least two if 
not four years. This would be 
true if the Republicans elected 
every United States senator in 
every state where a senator 
is being elected this year. This is 
obviously impossible as it is con¬ 
ceded even by the Republican lead¬ 
ers that the Democrats will elect 
all the southern candidates for the 
.senate, and a goodly portion of 
those in other states. Thus, if Mr. 
Landon were elected president he 
would have a thoroughly hostile 
congress on his hands. We would 
have the same situation as we 
had the last two years of Wilson’s 
administration and the last 'v»o 
years of Hoover's administration— 
a congress of one party, and a 
President of the other. 

From a purely logical standpoint 
with the country progressing as it 
now is, it would seem disastrous 
to again have "a house divided.” 
If prosperity is to continue a 
united administration is essential.

New Dealers be¬ 
lieve the security act provides for 
a self-maintaining and self-sup¬ 
porting vystem of ..ecurity pay¬ 
ments! 

This mad-hatter idea is not 
copyrighted. Anyone who wishes, 
now that the method is explained, 
may go ahead and make himself 
rich by using his own money to 
buy his own promissory notes, liv¬ 
ing off the interest he pays him¬ 
self, and accumulating an ever in¬ 
creasing capital reserve. 

It is obvious that both the capi¬ 
tal fund and the interest must 
come from the pockets of tax¬ 
payers. The simple method of 
levying a direct ta.x annually to 
keep the old-age j>ayments mov¬ 
ing was entirely too simple for 
New Deal brain trusters. A meth¬ 
od had to be devised which was 
complicated enough to get the 
mentally lazy congress which, at 
the time the security act was 
passed, was not representing the 
people, but was acting as the 
mouth muscle of the AATiite House 
brain.

tract this disease, TTie goat is 
probably not a carrier of any sort 
of disease and is usually a very 
healthy creature. 

The chief objection for a long 
time to the mere presence of goats 
was due to the fact that no one 
had tried to make anything but 
scavengers out of them. 

When properly cared for, the 
goat lo.ses its offensive appearance 
and odor. Goat’s milk is much 
richer and whiter than cow’s milk 
and so full-flavored that when 
one grows accustomed to it, cow's 
milk is likely to seem thin and 
flat. 

Goat milk dealers claim that di¬ 
gestion will be complete in one- 
third the time. A very valuable 
feature is that goat’s milk is al¬ 
kaline in its reaction, hence is of 
great importance to patients suf¬ 
fering from acidity. Where goat’s 
milk is produced under hygienic 
conditions, it is chilled and bottled 
immediately. It is not pasteurized 
nor sterilized.

Material Things Wear Out 

M aterial things wear out with time, but spiritual 
things go on forever. 

An illustration is presented in the announcement of 
plans for construction of a new $50,000 edifice by the 
congregation of the First Presbyterian church. Built 
30 years ago, the old structure at Sixth and Sycamore 
streets admittedly is “outmoded by the years.” 

Churches in these modern times are forced to meet 
conditions and needs not experienced back in the days 
before the automobile, the radio and the movies. People 
today—especially young people—seem to demand more 
than a sermon on the “wages of sin” to entice them 
away from the pleasures of motoring, “listening in” or 
viewing the great lovers of the screen long enough to 
enter the House of God to obtain spiritual guidance. 

So the church of today must compete with devices of 
this speed age in order to win converts for the Lord. And 
they have gradually recognized the situation and have 
taken steps to meet it. 

What used to be merely a church with pulpit and 
pews is now a church “plant” with the same pulpit and 
pews, but with a social hall, Sunday school rooms, music 
rooms, reading rooms and even a gymnasium added to 
attract both young and old. 

The church has gone “streamlined” to keep up with 
the rest of the world, and this “streamlined” method has 
shown results in a larger membership the country over. 

So when we read of a church structure “outmoded 
by the years” being replaced by a modern “plant,” we 
should praise the foresight of its leaders in recognizing 
that material things wear out with time, even though 
spiritual things go on forever. 

One wonders how Al Smith could make a speech 
if the dictionary didn’t contain those famous words, 
“Let’s take a look at the record.”

However, if you don’t feel like doing it, there’s one 
way you can avoid it: DRIVE CAREFULLY!

Southland Slighted By State 

A lthough southern California pays more than half 
of the state taxes and has more than half of the 
state’s population, it has been sadly neglected by the 
California state park system. Fifty of the 70 state parks 
are located north of San Luis Obispo. 

Even Los Angeles county has only four state parks. 
Orange county has three: at Huntington Beach, Doheny 
park and San Clemente—but none of these are anything 
for the chamber of commerce to print a booklet about. 

San Bernardino, Ventura, Kem and Inyo counties 
have no representation at all. 

It is true that the state park board does not have 
sufficient funds for extensive development work. But it 
Is a growing department and, as time passes, will have 
increasing influence and money. Southern California 
should insist that the situation be equalized by the placing 
of more parks south of the Tehachapi and by the improve¬ 
ment of those already ectablished.

Porter Hall, having been an actor for the past 
1.5 years, and having alternated consistently be¬ 
tween the other two categories ever .since com¬ 
ing to Hollywood, feels that he can speak with 
authority on all three characters. 

“As to my qualifications as a villain, I will 
stand on my record as a murderer, which I think 
I may say with all modesty, is one of the finest 
in motion pictures. 

“I have killed with knives, guns, infernal ma¬ 
chines, bare hands and a wide assortment of 
poisons, my victims having been some of the 
best people in Beverly Hills and other exclusive 
sections of the picture capital. 

“A few times I have gotten my just de.serts and 
been murdered myself, but I have enjoyed this 
even more than being the murderer. There is a 
certain satisfaction in a good, dramatic death 
And anyway, if they’re shooting the picture in 
sequence, you can usually look forward to a few 
days off after you have met your fate. Compared 
to a movie villain, you know, a cat is a com¬ 
paratively short-lived creature. 

“Until recently, Gary Cooper was one murder 
up on me. He killed me in 'The General Died at 
Dawn,’ but a couple of weeks later I .squared 
accounts. I killed him in 'The Plainsman.’ This 
system, I have found, saves hard feelings and 
enables an actor to keep his friends. Gary, who 
has done quite a little killing in pictures himself, 
agrees with me. In fact, a man doesn’t rc.sent 
being killed by a villain so much as .’’e does by 
a hero like Gary. 

"Aside from my capital crimes, I have pulled 
off a few neat little robberies, double-crossed 
some fellow citizens, bilked a widow or two 
out of the savings of a lifetime, and betrayed 
a couple of trusting maidens -but I only men¬ 
tion these boyish misdemeanors in passing.

I was the stuffed shirt, you may 
remember, who talked all that phoney patriotism 
in ‘Petrified Forest,’ and belonged to the Black- 
hawk 'Volunteers, which entitled me to wear a 
soldier suit on lodge nights. That part, I am 
told, established some kind of a record for good 
old American inanity. 

"But in 'The General Died at Dawn,’ Para¬ 
mount rolled Hall the ’sap’ and Hall the ’heel’ 
into one and the same role. I was Madeleine 
Carroll’s stupid, scheming, cowardly and thor¬ 
oughly detestable father. And besides that I had 
consumption! 

"Now for the 'lament of a movie actor.’ 

"I wouldn’t mind the way Hollywood ha* 
double-typed me if people would only rc.nlize 
it's all in fun. The trouble is. many of them don’t. 

"I’m really not a bad guy, or a total fool, 
either, once you get to know me.

H OW often wc. hear the words, 
“I didn’t sleep a wink all 
night.’’ 

The greatest single cau.se of 
sleeplessnes.s is indigestion, pro¬ 
ducing gas in the stomach and 
intestines. 

Any difflciilty in breathing, 
whether due to asthma, enlarged 
tonsils, or adenoids, will disturb 
the sleep. High blood pressure as 
well as a tickling cough will do 
likewise. Itching of the skin, 
whether due to a skin disorder 
like eczema or duo to a parasite 
such as scabies, will keep the pa¬ 
tient wide awake. Too much ex¬ 
citement late at night, excessive 
amounts of coffee, and rich mid¬ 
night suppers also prevent sleep.

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Pot Roasts Are Delicious 
When Properly Prepared

T here is nothing more deli¬ 
cious than a well-cooked pot 
roast; there is no better gravy 
than that made with a pot roast. 
And, served on a bed of noodles, 
as pictured on this page, there are 
few di.shcs more attractive. 

The cut .shown in the illu.stra- 
tion is a section of the rump, al¬ 
though there are other cuts which 
•serve equally well for pot roa.sts. 
The chuck, cut into pieces of the 
desired size, and boned and rolled, 
makes an especially well-flavored 
and attractive pot roast. The 
three-cornered section, known as 
the heel of the round, al.so makes 
an excellent roa.st. 

The meal for a pot roa.st may 
or may not be dredged with flour. 
It is hiowncd on all sides in hot 
lard, then a small amount of 
liquid is added and the meat cov¬ 
ered and cooked slowly until done. 
About three hours is required for 
a t>ot roast of the u.sual size. .More 
lif|uid is added as neces.sary, but 
only a small amount at a time .so 
that each time the liquid cooks 
away, the meat becomes that 
much more browned and the drip¬ 
pings just that much better for 
gravy. 

Variety in pot roasts is gained 
through the use of different kinds 
of liquid and different sea.soning.s. 
Water, tomato juice, vegetable 
stock, diluted vinegar, each may 
be used as the liquid. A delicious 
roa.st is the one cooked in spiced 
diluted vinegar.

O .NE HUNDRED years ago, 
October 22, the potato-bug 
was first made known to the 
world. Thomas Sa.y was its first 
publicity agent, but the “critter" 
has attended to its own publicity 
ever since. On that ominous day 
a century ago. Say arose at a 
meeting of the Academy of Natu¬ 
ral Sciences at Philadelphia and 
announceil that he had discovered 
in the upper Mis.souri Valley a 
new bug, which he had named 
the “decemlineata.” As the insect 
was then busy devouring .sand- 
burrs in Arkansas, Missouri. Kan- 
.sas, and other almost unsettled 
territory, neither scientist nor 
farmer paid much attention to 
the discovery, and Say died with¬ 
out fame. 

But as the years passed and the 
farmer began to plant gardens in 
the western wilderness, the bug 
displayed unexpected powers of 
discrimination and suddenly trans¬ 
ferred its affections from burrs 
to potatoes. Then indeed began 
the era of publicity for the dc- 
cemlineata. By 18tjl the post had 
become so liestructive that an 
Iowa farmer wrote in the Prairie 
Farmer of August of that year: 
"They made their appearance 
upon the vines as they were up, 
devouring them as fast as they 
grew.” 

Mr. Potato-Bug had before this 
grown tired of his old name and 
was now known as the Colorado 
potato-beetle, hut he W'ould have 
been just as destructive under 
any other name. For by 1875 he 
had chewed his w'ay to the At¬ 
lantic Coast, had traveled as far 
south as .North Carolina, and had 
journcyeil as far westward as the 
Rocky Mountains, which tempo¬ 
rarily blocked hi.m. But before 
1880 he had pa.ssed over this bar¬ 
rier and was making himself very 
much at home from ocean to 
ocean. And instead of paying for 
his board he has the impudence 
to charge the American people at 
least $1,000,000 per year for hav¬ 
ing him around! 

A nd he travels in impudent 
company, for altogether the 
American farmer pays the vari¬ 
ous pests for the privilege of per¬ 
mitting them to eat his crops 
more than a billion dollars each 
year.
